Information Distribution 

DragNet v2.0, TikiSoft 

Crganizes and stores collections of URLs in categories 
you designate. Stores URLs as bookmarks, organized 
in folders that can be copied onto student computers. 

Myrmidon v2.0, Terry Morse Software 

Converts text documents into Internet FITML 
(Flypertext Markup Language) documents. Preserves 
formatting and style, and converts all Internet 
addresses to hyperlinks. 

ClickBook v1.2, ForeFront Group 

Prints documents as booklets and brochures—even 
without a two-sided printer. Enables teachers to print 
web site content as booklets for use in class. 

Web Buddy v1.1, DataViz 

Enables teachers or students to download web 
pages and organize the information collected for 
viewing offline.

Hotline v1.2, Hotline Communications 

Facilitates live chatting and collaboration via the 
Internet. Enables you to host your own bulletin board. 
Includes both client and server software components. 

Aspects v1.7a, Group Logic 

Enables students on networked computers 

(via local area network or the Internet) to write, paint, 

and draw in a collaborative environment. 


ClearPhone v4.1. Engineering Consulting 

Provides videoconferencing over the Internet. 

Includes a shared whiteboard, e-mail, and file 
sharing between participants. 

NetCard vl.O, PictureWorks Technology 

Creates e-mail postcards—with pictures, movies, and 
sounds—that can be viewed by other Macintosh users. 

Internet Gateway v3.9, Vicom Technology 

Connects up to three simultaneous users to the 
Internet, using the same IP address. Also controls 
access to Internet sites, monitors user activity, and 
provides secure dial-in remote access to your network.
